“LINCOLN,” PASTOR'S THEME. 


Rev. Dr. Strong Describes 
President as Man of God's Own 


Choosing. 

Rev. Dr. James W. Strong talked of 
the life of Lincoln at the Pico Heights 
Congregational Church, No. 1200 EI Mo- 
lino street, last evening, in a touching 
and interesting manner, He said in 


part: 

“In every nation God works among 
men by His own choosing and this is 
so even in history. In our national an- 
nals, short as they may be in time, 
we have already such great men as 
Washington and Lincoln. There is a 
mass of literature covering the life of 
Lincoln and it is amassing in that ev- 
ery test has brought the astonishing 
result that nothing but 1 been 
revealed. sie was the type of 
American manhood, 

“His modesty, simplicity, unselfish- 
ness, unfaltering patriotism and trust 
in God were among his greatest as- 
sets and his early poverty proved no 
unsurmountable o to success.” 

He spoke at length on the boyhood 
life of Lincoln and of his devotion to 
his mother and stepmother. In describ- 
ing Lincoln's love and thoughtfulness 
for others he repeated the words of 
Lincoln: “Die when 1 may, to those 
who were my friends, may it be said 
that 1 planted flowers a 
flower would W. 

Dr. Strong spoke of the debates 
between Lincoln and Douglas at Free- 
port in 1858. The two men were com- 
pared and several of the most inter- 
esting stories of Lincoln were told. In 
talking of his expression he said: “We 
have many pictures of Lincoln, but no 
picture or painting can reveal the soul 
of his eyes, and when he looked at 
you, he seemed to read your inner- 
most thoughts, 

It was my fortune to be at the con- 
vention in Chieago that nominated 
Lincoln for the Presidency. He was 
on the streets of Springfield when the 
news reached him, and as the messen- 
ger boy rushed — with the telegram, 
a crowd gathe After a moment 
Lincoln spoke to them as follows: ‘My 
friends, I am glad to hear your con- 
gratulations, but there is a little one 
down on Eighth street who would be 
Flad to hear the news, so you must 
excuse me.’ 

“In four years Lincoln rose from ap- 
parent obscurity to the head of the 
nation in one of its most critical times. 
His address at the dedication of Get- 
tysburg is one of the gems of liter- 
ature. Everett, who was orator of 
the * at the dedication, and who 
spoke brilliantly for two hours, said 
the next day to Mr. Lincoln, ‘I should 
be glad if I could have come so near 
the central idea in two hours as you 
did in two minutes.“ 

“Every one throughout the union 

was in sorrow on that day in April, 
18656, when Lincoln was assassinated. 
Not only women, but men who had 
never been moved by sorrow, were in 
tears. Such a day as that the nation 
has never seen. 
“For purity of thought, nobleness 
of character and regard of truth, no 
one ever stood or will stand lioftier 
than the greatest American, Abraham 
Lincols

Extreme Duliness, However, not 
Incompatible With Firm Undertone 
Consequent Upon Covering up by 
Bears and Dying Down of Anti- 
Japanese Feeling in California. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—The semi- 
stagnant stock market of last week 
reflected the growing torpor of the 
speculative spirit and the determina- 
tion to await the clearer outlines of 
the business future before entering 
on further stock market commitments. 
The extreme dullness of the trading 
proved to be not incompatible with a 
Arm tone, from which it was in- 
ferred that owners of stocks were con- 
tent to hold them for lack of oppor- 
tunity to market them on favorable 
terms. 

Such strength as last week's mar- 
ket showed was attributed largely to 
the demand from the bears to cover 
up the short commitments made the 
week before on the supposition that 
a pinch in the money market might 
follow the heavy depletion of the cash 
reserves of the clearinghouse banks, 
and also that the anti-Japanese feel- 
ing in California might afford a sub- 
ject for disturbance of the markets. 
As these suppositions were shown to 
be groundless, the bears covered their 
shorts and prices rose. 

The fiscal operations of the govern- 
ment offer the only likely source of 
disturbance. As for the Japanese 
question, the rise in Japanese govern- 
ment bonds day after day while the 
discussion was in progress was taken 
as the truer index of the situation by 
the financial world. 

The final action of the California 
Legisiature will be accepted as full 
confirmation of this opinion. Foreign 
influences were also distinctly encour- 
aging, the visit of the British mon- 
archs to Berlin, the disbandment of 
the Bulgarian reserves and the agree- 
ment between Germany and France 
over Morocco all serving to dissipate 
anxieties over international relations. 

Financial opinion has settled down 
to an acceptance of a period of de- 
lay in trade revival. Returns from 
practically all departments confirm 
the halt in activity. i 

The iron and steel business i« - 
serted by the leading trade authorities 
to be living in part on orders taken 
in November and December. Orders 
are held up pending the adoption of 
the revised duties on imports. / 

The same complaint calls for many 
other mercantile lines. Estimates of 
refined copper on hand published by 
the newly organized Copper Producers’ 
Association, showed a less formidable 
surplus than rumors had indicated. 
but the January production was shown 
to be 22,000,000 pounds in excess of de- 
liveries and the stocks in smelter 
bonds were said not be included in 
the estimate and to be very large. 

The lethargy of the stock market Is 
regarded as due to these conditiona. 
Meantime. the meager demand for 
banking facilities in commercial lines 
leaves room for large bond operations 
and constant new tissues 
each other. in the market and are 
rapidly absorbed.
